Manila Buses 
Crash, 11J Die 


MANILA (AP) — More than 
115 persons were believed killed 
today when two buses loaded 
with Roman Catholic pilgrims 
hurtled into a ravine on a moun­ 
tain road south of Manila, res­ 
cue experts said. 


Military rescue experts who 
took a helicopter to the crash 
site said there appeared to be 
only 15 survivors out of more 
than 130 passengers thought to 
have been aboard the buses. 


Eyewitnesses told of mangled 
bodies scattered round the bot­ 
tom of the gorge where one of 
the buses, crushed and over­ 
turned, pinned at least 17 per­ 
sons. 


The second bus was halted in 
its plunge down the 300-foot out­ 
crop of rock. 


The casualty toll, which may 
not be confirmed until Saturday, 
indicated one of the worst road 
tragedies in history. 


The buses were part of a 57- 
vehicle convoy taking pilgrims 
to a festival of the Epiphany. 


Rescue operations were ham­ 
pered by the narrowness of the 
deep ravine. One person at the 
scene said the gorge was strewn 
with “bodies of men, women 
and children."

LANSING YAP)—Republicans 
on the Michigan Supreme Court, 
wasting no time in wielding the 
power they gained Jan. 1, elect­ 
ed John R. Dethmers as their 
chief justice Thursday with the 
aid of a maverick Democrat. 


The 63-year-old Dethmers, a 
former Michigan attorney gen­ 
eral and Republican State Cen­ 
tral. .Committee chairman, re­ 
placed Democrat Thomas M. 
Kavanagh as the state’s chief 
justice. 


Dethmers* election vote re­ 
portedly was 5-3. 


One justice said Kavanagh 
first was nominated for re- 
election, but received only three 
votes while five justices ab­ 
stained. 


Then, the source said. Justice 
Eugene F. Black, a former Re­ 
publican attorney general who 
ran for election to the court 
with Democratic backing, nom­ 
inated Republican Dethmers. 


The four Republican justices 
and Black then reportedly elect­ 
ed Dethmers, while the three 
remaining Democrats reluctant­ 
ly raised their hands in a show 
of unanimity. 


The Republicans gained one 
seat on the technically nonparti­ 
san court in the Nov. 8 election 
when Thomas Brennan beat 
Democratic Justice Otis M. 
Smith for a seat on the state’s 
highest bench. 


A former Zeetand city attor­ 
ney and four-term Ottawa Coun­ 
ty prosecutor, Dethmers was 
picked as GOP state chairman 
in 1942 and served three years. 


He was elected attorney gen­ 
eral in 1944 and was appointed 
to the Supreme Court by then- 
Gov. Harry F. Kelly (now a 
Supreme Court justice himself) 
in 1946. Dethmers won reflec­ 
tion to the high court in 1953 
and 1961.

A new agricultural experi­ 
ment station has been estab­ 
lished near McBride in Mont­ 
calm County, he noted, to im­ 
prove production of crops for 
processing, especially potatoes. 


Researchers hope to raise 
yields from the present average 
of 800 bushels an acre to 2,000. 


“The establishment of the new 
research location in the heart of 
western Michigan’s prime pota­ 
to producing area is the result 
of several studies which indicate 
a great potential for the indus­ 
try in the state,’* Wittwer said.

“The pathway between union 
and management hasn’t chang­ 
ed much through the years. The

Liu Is Target 
Of Mao Purge 


By The Associated Press 


A dour Communist theoretici­ 
an is the No. 1 target now cf the 
apparently dominant faction in 
Red China in an intense strug­ 
gle for power. 


“He is such a dull ddg to have 
such influence,” a Western dip­ 
lomat once said of the chairman 
of Communist China’s govern­ 
ment, fragile silver-haired Liu 
Shao-chi. 


Before the power struggle be­ 
gan in earnest last August, Liu 
Shao^hi was widely regarded 
as the heir apparent to the ag­ 
ing chairman of the Communist 
party and father oif China’s Red 
revolutilon, Mao Tse-tung. 


Today. Liu appears to have 
been pushed down the ladder of 
the hierarchy, below a number 
of relative newcomers. 


Although Liu is under heavy 
attack from the partisans of the 
faction heeded Toy Defense Min­ 
ister Lin Piao, who evidently 
has had Mao’s bles^ng, thè 
struggle is not yet over. Liu is 
believed still to have resources 
of power, pairtkularly among 
the party-controlled labor un­ 
ions.

Emphasis also will be given 
in 1967 to food science, natural 
resources, soft white winter 
wheat and the sod industry, he 
said.

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Curbs On Medicaid 


The second phase of Medicaid went into effect in 
Michigan on Jan. 1 in a curtailed form because of an 
order by Govemor Romney. 


Medicaid is a sister welfai*e progi*am to Medicare. 
Medicare is a program of medical cai*e for the aged 
(65 and over) regardless of their income. It is all paid 
for (except an optional sharing doctor insurance fea­ 
ture) by the federal government. 


Medicaid is to provide medical care for the poor 
of any age. It is administered by the state and fi­ 
nanced by the state and federal governments. (Under 
federal law, all states must bring their medical care 
programs for the poor under Medicaid and by 1975 
state medical assistance programs must be compi*e- 
hensive and available to all medically needy individuals 
and families. Medically needy means less than $3,540 
annual income for a family of four.)

The 1960 Legislature voted in Medicaid for Michigan 
fn three phases and appropriated $21 million for its 
first year’s operation. 


The first phase starting Oct. 1 provided hospital 
and nursing home care for the poor. 


Govemor Romney restricted the benefits in Phase 
2 stai*ting on Jan. 1. It was to have provided doctor 
and drug services. Romney extended these to 225,000 
people now on public assistance rolls—the blind, dis­ 
abled, and aged not covered by Social Security and 
families receiving Aid to Dependent Children. But he 
held back the Phase 2 benefits from an estimated 
462,000 other potential beneficiaries who would have 
qualified as medically indigent, but who are not poor 
enough to receive welfare aid.

In the early days of America, 
when native stone was easily 
available, especially in New 
England, the landscape toon 
became dotted with delightful 
stone cottages. Because many 
of these settlers were Englith, 
the cottages had a decided 
flavor of tiie English country- 
ikle. 


A good portion of the design 
In those days was left to the 
builders, who often were the 
heads of the households which 
were to occupy toe houses on 
their completion. As a result, 
structures were modest in size 
at the start, with extra rooms 
and little chunks added Ister 
as demands dictated. Surpris­ 
ingly, the results were qusint 
and charming, actually giving 
the 
homes an architectural 
identiflcation. 


Architect Rudolph A. Matem 
has turned out an authentic 
1%-story English stone cottage 
design for House of the Week. 
Its exterior materials are stone 
snd stone veneer, with rough 
slate on the roofs. It has two 
side porches for those who in­ 
sist on outdoor living features, 
yet can be dispensed with by 
families who do not need them 
or m i^ t not have sufficient 
available land. And it has a 
completely modem interior to 
take care of the demands of 
|M«sent-day living. 


The front entrance Is very 
simple, a wood-trimmed re­ 
cessed opening. Inside, there 
is a large foyer with stone walls 
as well as floors. It leads di­ 
rectly to the kitchwi—straight 
ahead; the living room—^to the 
left; and toe family room—to 
the right. There is a fireplace in 
the living room, another in the 
family room. The living room 
and the dining room are In an 
L-shaped arrangement, w i t h 
the dining room Just off the 
kitehen, uiiich In turn Is just 
off a laundry room with a mud 
closet. 


Both the kitchen and laun­ 
dry 
room 
are 
immediately 
accessible to a r e a r service 
porch, which also is only a few 
steps from toe stairway to the 
basement. The family room has 
a long window seat next to the 
fireplace, adding to the general 
overall air of informal tv in 
this area.

Question: I keep reading all 
toe time. abou<t people having 
troukde, after toe heat is turned 
oi>, with sweating windows and 
walls. Well, we seem to have 
toe opposite trouble — and it 
has happened oniy since the 
start of the winter.

We get 
static electricity every time we 
toudi sometoing and some­ 
times when we touch each oth­ 
er. 


We also have noticed that 
toe joints in one of the chairs 
seem to be getting loose. My 
husband says it is because of 
lack of humidity but aoknits he 
doesn’t know viiat to do otoer 
than buying a humidifier. Can 
you teill us what is wrong? Is 
it because we have gas heat? 


Answer: No, the gas heat is 
not the culprit. However, if 
you have a warm-air system, 
this m ay be contribu<ting to 
the trouble if your furnace does 
not have a humidifier or it it 
nas one and you have failed 
to see that it is turned on and 
operating properly. Hie sup­ 
position is more likely to be 
true if this condition occurs 
even when toere is average or 
lii|^ humidity outdoors. While 
many home humidifiers are 
expmsive^ the price range is 
very wide, and you should be 
able to get a reasonable priced 
ona that will at least partly
